After calling attention to various 
passages lo lbs New Testament In wblob 
tbs Lordship snd sovereignty of Christ 
are mentioned, be spoke of tbs extent 
of this Lordablp, showing that Christ 
was placed on tb* highest throne lo tb* 
unlverM, ud 1* King of Kings ud Lord 
ot Lords. Angels, tbs hlgbMt order of 
baloga tbat we know of, are subject to 
Him, ud dallgbt to do Hla will, heark¬ 
ening unto tbe voloe of HU word. 
Authorities ud powers are also subject 
unto Him. These are utagonUtlc be¬ 
ing*, but they ara all subject to HU 
authority. They can only go aa far u 
He permits them to go In their opposi¬ 
tion, American cltlxeoa feel secure 
under the star-spangled banner, ud 
when wronged American battleships ate 
dispatched to demud redress, and If 
necessary protect from further Insult or 
Injury, Tbs Lord Jesus Christ will not 
do lea* for HU subject* wherever they 
may be.

HU appointment to tbla position waa a 
unanimous oo*, ud seems eminently 
appropriate lo view of bta deep Interest 
In tfala work, aa evidenced by bla writ¬ 
ings, bU strong advocacy, during bU 
career aa pastor, of the claims of Chris¬ 
tian stewardship, ud the fact that ba 
was tba author of tbs resolutions 
adopted at tbe National AnnlvaraarlM 
by whteb thU movement waa originated. 

“ Ever aloes tba action wu taken at 
Bt. Paul, making probable the appoint¬ 
ment or a man to devote himself to tb* 
propagation of tbla vitally Important 
but sadly neglected irutbAour putor 
bu been prominently ln®tnlnd with 
refereno* to lb* position, and bu bean 
frequently spoken to about tt, so tbat 
tba subject bu raoelved from blm 
earnest ud prayerful consideration, and 
hla resignation la not at all a matter of 
buty action.

In vlaw of tba larger usefulness opened 
before our putor In tbl* opportunity.

Tbere ara thru Hues of procedure 
through which aide w alk* ma y ba Se¬ 
cured, vtx: ' 

First—Tba owners of one-sixth of the 
lands fronting oo uy street or aactlou 
of a street proposed to b« Improved, 
may petition tbe Town Council In 
writing for n sidewalk; tba petition 
must ba acoompuiad by a deposit, 
amouqt of which la determined by f< 
lotion of tba Council. Upon receiving 
such a petition tba Oounoll la required 
to give public notice of a urn sting at 
wblob tt will consider objutloos to such 
proposed Improvement. II owner* of 
two-thirds of tbe land fronting on tba 
proposed Improvement object to It In 
writing then tbe Oounoll eunot proceed. 
In tb* abeecoe of such objection tba 
Council decide whether to make thw 
Improvement or not. 

Beoond—Any ten freeholders may lu 
like manner petition for a sidewalk. 
Subsequent procedure ud condition* to 
apply juat u lo tbe first out. 

Third—Tbe Town Oounctl may by a 
unanimous vote of ail It* members 
adopt a resolution "that it la to tbo 
lu ter eat of the town tbat a sidewalk be 
constructed*’ oo any street or Motion of 
a street, and proceed wltb the Improve¬ 
ment, such reeol utlon taking tbe place 
of a petition.
